J udge Marv in Burt, Freepo rt, 
was that Mo rtensen did no t 
hav e the ex perience qualifica­ 
tio n fo r juv enile pro batio n o f- 
freer as defined by state law. 
This co mmittee made a reco m­ 
mendatio n 
to 
the 
superv iso rs 
which was appro v ed and which 
was based o n the abo v e-men­ 
tio ned legal o pinio n. 
The ho o ker is the state’s at­ 
to rney so ught an o pinio n fro m 
William G. Clark, atto rney gen­ 
eral and the o pinio n was mailed 
to Mr. Dix o n o n J an. 5 , a fact 
no w co nfirmed by Clark’s first 
assistant, but neither the co m­ 
mittee no r the bo ard which acted 
o n J an. 10 were made aware o f 
its co ntents. 
Only when a Telegraph repo rt­ 
er unco v ered the fact the o pinio n 
was phy sically in the Co urtho use 
was any thing publicly admitted 
abo ut it. 
The co nsequences o f the o pinio n 
no t being repo rted to the co m­ 
mittee is that the reco mmenda­ 
tio n which was o kay ed by the 
bo ard is co sting y e o lde tax pay er 
mo re bucks than necessary . 
The state’s atto rney first de­ 
nied he receiv ed the o pinio n, 
later admitting he first saw it 
o n J an. 10 when he was in 
Springfield. 
One 
fo rgo tten 
po int 
is 
that 
so meo ne o ther than the co mmit­ 
tee asked Dix o n to get the o pinio n. 
When co nfro nted Dix o n said it 
was “ fo r a man” who m he re­ 
fused to identify , and said since 
it was a Republican matter he 
did no t div ulge the co ntents o f 
the o pinio n when they became 
kno wn to him. 
It is nev er a legitimate partisan 
po litical matter which a public 
o fficial can igno re when it un­ 
necessarily 
spends 
tax pay ers’ 
mo ney . 
Who ev er is hiding behind Dix o n 
is still in hiding.

The Lebrun family has finally 
ended its lo ng v igil. The incuba­ 
tio n perio d is o v er and the fam­ 
ily do cto r has giv en Michael a 
clean bill o f health. 
Lebrun has been deluged with 
letters and pho ne calls, ex press­ 
ing sy mpathy , giv ing adv ice and 
so me pro testing his decisio n. 
“ Let’s face it,” he said, “ life 
itself is a gamble.” 
The Lebrun family has wo n this 
ro und.

Atty . Gen. William G. Clark 
Friday co nfirmed that o nly o n 
“ rare o ccasio ns my o pinio ns are 
no t sent to a state’s atto rney 
who requested it.” 
The atto rney general’s remarks 
came during a telepho ne inter­ 
v iew with The Telegraph Friday 
fro m his Chicago o ffice. 
The Telegraph 
attempted 
to 
establish if the atto rney general’s 
o pinio n dated J an. 5 , in answer 
to a query fro m State’s Atty . 
Henry S. Dix o n, was mailed o ut, 
o r if it was picked up o n J an. 
10 in Springfield as Dix o n has 
claimed. 
Dix o n has to ld a Co unty Bo ard 
co mmittee he “ did no t receiv e 
the atto rney general’s o pinio n un- 


til J an. 10, o r J an. 11 and if 
y o u do n’t believ e it, call his 
Springfield o ffice.” 
“ Being 
here 
in 
Chicago , 
I 
wo uldn’t want to try to answer 
y o ur 
questio ns 
because 
tho se 
o pinio ns are mailed and pro cessed 
fro m o ur Springfield o ffice,” Clark 
said. 
He added, “ the reco rds o f my 
o ffice are public info rmatio n and 
the press is free to see them at 
any time.” 
Clark then said he wo uld im­ 
mediately call his Springfield o f­ 
fice and hav e his first assistant 
Warren Mo y er pull the file fo r 
the o pinio n in questio n (abo ut the 
qualificatio ns o f a co unty pro ba­ 
tio n o fficer and if they are per­ 
missiv e o r mandato ry ) and hav e 


him return the call to The Tele­ 
graph. 


Mo y er returned the call in less 
than 3 0 minutes. Asked what the 
J an. 5 date appearing abo v e the 
atto rney general’s o pinio n which 
was addressed to Dix o n, meant, 
Mo y er said, “ This is the day it 
wo uld hav e been mailed fro m o ur 
o ffice here to the state’s atto r­ 
ney .”

WASHINGTON (AP) — Fu- 
ture U.S. astronauts en route to 
the moon have been given eight 
p rime lunar landing sites at 
which to aim their sp acecraft. 
The National Aeronautics and 
Sp ace 
Administration 
said 
Thursday it had chosen the 
p rime sites from 20 that had 
been under consideration after 
their p ictures had been returned 
to earth by the Survey or sp ace­ 
craft that landed on the moon 
and three Lunar Orbiter sp ace­ 
craft. 
Dr. Leonard Reiffel of the 
NASA office of manned sp ace 
flight ex p lained that the sites 
were chosen to p rovide each 
lunar landing missions with a 
choice of three sites along the 
moon equator. 
Reiffel said this would p rovide 
three op p ortunities 
to launch 
Ap ollo sp acecraft in a single 
month. He added that each site 
is large enough for one or more 
Ap ollo landings.

Reality is the hardest thing in the wo rld. All 
o f us are co nstantly bumping up ag ainst it fro m 
the mo ment we are bo m. 
A few stro ng perso nalities are able to leav e 
an impressio n o n it in the shape o f their o wn 
imag e. At the o ther ex treme are tho se unfo rtunates 
who , fo r v ario us reaso ns, are unable to co pe with 
reality and retreat into a schizo phrenic fantasy 
wo rld. Mo st o f us steer a middle co urse between 
the two . 
A g ro wing number o f peo ple, ho wev er, mo st o f 
them y o ung , are try ing so mething they think is 
new. They hav e simply decided they do n’t like the 
reality they nee aro und them and, with the help o f 
certain “ mind-manifesting ” drug s, are ex plo ring a 
new reality inside their heads. 
TTtis priv ate reality , say the pro phets o f LSD, is 
mo re real, mo re beautiful, mo re meaning ful than 
the ev ery day reality the rest o f us clo ds are atuck 
with. They are in to uch, they say , with the funda­ 
mental truths o f the univ erse. 
So far, ho wev er, they hav e no t been able to 
demo nstrate any o f these truths in art o r literature 
o r any thing else — any mo re than did the primi­ 
tiv e tribes who first ex perimented with mushro o ms 
and fung i and ro o ts and o ther brain-altering sub­ 
stances which mo dern man is no w redisco v ering . 
Hie reality that mo st o f us kno w remains as 
hard as it ev er was, and it ex acts a price fro m 


tho se who try ' to dismiss it with a chemical. A 
y o uth under the influence o f LSD may think he is 
a bird, but when he div es o ut o f a windo w he g ets 
killed as definitely and as finally as any o ne else. 
Other subtle chang es in brain chemistry , abo ut 
which we as y et kno w little, may take place, leav ­ 
ing the ex perimenter permanently incapable o f re- 
turning fro m his "trip.” 
Any o ne who has ev er suffered a blo w o n the 
head has ex perienced a taste o f this "new reality .” 
The pattern o f lig hts and co lo rs was o ut o f this 
wo rld -- but the ling ering pain was v ery much in it. 
The fev er delirium g enerated by the pneumo - 
haciilus is also capable o f disto rting familiar thing s 
and g iv ing us an insig ht into “ univ ersal truths.” 
Many peo ple who hav e been g iv en ether befo re an 
o peratio n hav e had pro fo und my stical ex priences 
— o r so it seemed at the time. 
No ne o f these metho ds is reco mmended fo r 
perso nality dev elo pment, ho wev er. Neither is LSD, 
marijuana o r. fo r that matter, tranquilizers o r any 
o ther depressant o r stimulant used to ex cess. 
All o f them are. in fact, o nly escapes fro m the 
wo rld o f harsh reality — escapes that so o ner o r 
later lead to dead ends. Mo re than that, they are 
denials o f ev ery thing that makes human being s 
what they are — the ability to co mmunicate with 
o ne ano ther, to share, to wo rk to g ether to chang e 
the wo rld o f reality into so mething clo ser to the 
heart’s desire.

Sen ate Passes 
Flu o ridatio n , 
Div o rce Bills 


SPRINGFIELD. III. (AP) — 
Mandatory fluoridation of pub­ 
lic water supplies and adding 
mental cruelty as a grounds for 
div orce receiv ed grudging ap­ 
prov al Thursday in the Illinois 
Senate. 
Both bills went to the House 
with die minimum 30 v otes 
needed for passage. 
Sen. Robert Coulson, R-Wau- 
kegan, argued that many hus­ 
bands and wiv es allege phy sical 
cruelty to obtain div orces when 
in reality mental cruelty is the 
basic reason. 
“ Mental cruelty is the key to 
the whole thing,*’ said Coulson, 
who sponsored the bill. “ When 
it becomes intolerable y ou lie 
y ourself into one of the other 
categories.** 
Illinois now has nine grounds 
for div orce. 
Sen. J o s e p h Peterson, R- 
Princeton, who opposed the bill, 
said the Illinois State Bar Asso­ 
ciatio n is the power behind it. 
“ I’m a Protestant but I ad­ 
mire the Catholic stand for try ­ 
ing to keep the institution of the 
family 
intact,” 
Peterson 
de­ 
clared. 
The bill passed, 30 to 15. 
The 
fluoridation 
proposal, 
which the Senate balked at 
passing Wednesday , won on the 
second try by a v ote of 30 to 20. 
Objectors said it was an inv a­ 
sion of home rule. 
Sen. G. William Horsley , R- 
Springfield, who pushed the bill, 
said residents of all Illinois cit­ 
ies should hav e the benefit of 
fluoridation to cut down tooth 
decay .
